Immedi- 
ately landing , their people then pitched 
their Tents on the next Trenches.

By his puiſſance and Chivalry hee ſubdued: 
the people in ſuch manner,that he was holden: 
in great eltimation and reverence; that they 
were conſtrained to ſeek his peace , the 
land beins named after Hiber, Hibernia : 
the Scors and old inhabitants grew - un- 
der one name , and bloud, with ſuch tender 
and friencly benevolence ( not remembring 
of old injuries , ) each one wil ing to defend 
his neighbour , (as well in Peace as Warres )- 
as his brother or father, Of Hiber deſcen- 
ded by long progreſſion ; a great .polteritie 
lineally ſucceeding,amorigſt whom were many 
Noble and famous Kings ; howteit the whole 
number of them are not extant. 

Hime governed: Ireland , in great feli- 
Citte, juſtice and tranquilitie, both the Scors 
andthe old inhabitants during his life time. 
lnmediatly after his deceaſe, arofe an 0di-

old inhabirants ,. for the Government, every 
Nationcontending to have a Governour of 
their own blood , which contention endu- 
ring long time, art laſt they created rewo Go- 
vernours, berweene whom were continuall 
bactels and great ſlaughter on either {ide , 
throagh amdition and burning detire ro bee 
ſole Governour of all 1[re/an4, Aicer long 
and dangerous bartels, the two people broken 
with ſundry difpieaſures , were conſtrained 
to take peace ; howheict the ſime endured but 
aſhort time, each one of them purſuing other 
with battell ; and yer they dwelt many vears 
togerher, by emterchanse of Pe ice and Wars; 
while at the laſt, the Scoes ſuffering many in- 
juries, ſent their Ambailadour to Aſere// iy, 
who was then King of Scors in Spaine, delt- 
ring to have ſupport againſt the old inhabi- 
tancs of 1reland. declaring them to be a rude 
wilde people, impatient to ſuffer any Empire 
above them ; ſo that the Srors can have no 
franquillitie, unlefſe rhe ſaid people were the 
more ſpeedily tamed and ſubdued. This 
foreſaid meſſage was the more acceptable to 
the King AMerellins :._for it concerned the 
Common-wealth both of the Srors Nation 
in Spaineand Ireland, deſcending (by long 
progreilion) of one linage and blood,and wil- 
lingly fatisfying the-aforefaid Ambathadonrs 


requeſt; traltiogthe:ſame to-be-no lefle:honor | 


| Centconſulcation , ro.increaſerrogerher under 
Al ; pool 
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and glory to hinſelfe, as profice to his friends. 
Therefore the King fenc his three ſons, Her- 
monens , Ptelomers, and Hiberr, witli a great 
Army of vahant men into: /re/and, where 
they with right dangerous batrtels vanquiſh- 
ed the old inhabirants , and brought them un- 
der ſubjetion. Hermonexe returning into 
Spaine, left his ewo brethren to Governe the 
Land,who Governed the fame long time after 
in great tranquillity and juſtice , mitturing 
Lawes, and in{trutted the Prielts tro 'make 
incenſe and facrifice inthe fame manner as the 
Egyptians uſed: fo both the pevple increaſed 


many yeares in great felicity, peace and. riches, 


during the Government of Prulomers and 
H#bert, and lons after their deceaſe. But toa 
great proſperity engendererth evill manners; 8 
cauſeth men to work often difpleaſures upon 
themſelves, finding no forraigne enemies t9 
invade them at home. . The people after long 
peace were divided for the Government ,con- 


_ tending for the ſame with: great: rigouy and 


ſlaughter on both fides ,- untill the one had 
almoſt utterly deftroie the other jf they had 
not beene reconciled by a Noble Man, named 
Thanans , principall Ambaſfadour, fent by 
the King}, them. raigning: over the Scots in 
Spaine (rejoycing of the felicitie ſucceeding 
to.his friends ): and to.caute them by his pru-

one'minde. Thanans being a prudent man, 
bearing-neutrall affeion to both the parties 
perſwaded chem at ſundrie conventions to 
remove all contention . 
(whom they chought moſt expedient) to be 
their King, andto be obedient to him in all 
their government. Through this perſwa- 
ſion the whole people had ſuch fervent delire 
to have a King, .thac all ol4 injuries being 
forgotren ; they appointed Thanaw toelet 
a King, whom hee thought moſt expedient, 


and hee, ſeeing their mindes willing to have. 


a neutral) King, declaring to them that there 
was in Spaine, a noble Prince of great leve- 
ritie and juſtice, named , Simeon Brek, well 
accuſtomed with their lawes, and lineally 
deſcended from the auncient King Mete/lins, 
whom he thoght moſt fitrelt ro be their King. 
The whole people hearins the name of $:;- 
2101 Brek , were well content. to have him 
their King , becauſe that. name was eſtee- 
med very fortunate in thoſe dayes. Then 
after, with the conſent of che whole people, 
Ambafſſadours were ſent into Spare, to re- 
quelt the ſaid Simon to come into Ireland , 


to be their King. Hee knowing by grave 


adviſement the intent of the Ambaſſadours , 
provided a great Fleet of ſhips, with all 
things neceſſarie, and finally by proſperous

And 
becauſe they knew all people ; without iſſue 
to ſucceed, ſhould periſh, they ſent their Am» 
baſſadours to the Scors, to have their daugh- 
ters in marriage » ſhewing ( chough they 
were of {trange blood ) they ſhould nor be ſo 
ſmally regarded ſecing they with no lefle pru- 
dence then manhood , have ſuſtained incredi=

thinking it unworthy to have any ſociety or 
- mariage with any unknown and baniſhed peo- 

le : but by grave adviſement, and being pro- 
toundly reſolved, and finding themſelves as 
yet not able to reſilt the force of the Britons , 
theirold enemies , they determined to give 
their daughters to the P1Qs in marriage, and 
to have a band of peace with them, with con- 
ditions that every one of them ſhal enjoy the 
lands which pertained unto them before the 
marriage, and to concur together with their 
whole puiſſance , as oft as they were invaded 
by enemies. Any that did offence to any of 
them, ſhould be reputed as enemies to them 
both. And as oft as the Crowne of the PiAs 
ſhould come in queltion for lack of an heire, 
the King to be elected of the neereſt of the 
womans bloud. Theſe conditions accepted 
on all ſides, the Scots gave their daughters in 
marriage to the Pifts. The Britons ſuſpe- 
ing this marrige, and dreading the increaſing 
of this nw” 6 people under one bloud in 
ſhort time, that neicher might the Britons for 


the time preſent, nor their poſterity reſiſt the 
puillance of theſe two united people : There- 


fore being minded to deſtroy them both, and 
to invade them with fraudulent (lights, rather 
then with any force of batrell, and ſending 
their Auibeffidours to the Pics, allured the 


lifts to violate their band with the Scots. | 
| B 
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By this perſwaſion, and craftie dealing of the 
Britaines, the band was diſſolved ; and moo- 
ving occaſion of battell againſt the Scots, 
commanded by generall cd1&, no Scots to 
be found in their bounds at a prefixed day,un- 
der paine of death. The day beings expired, 
all Scots within their bounds were killed 
without mercy , as breakers of their lawes. 
The Scots impatient to ſuſtaine ſuch inju- 
ries, killed as many of the Pits; fo there 
followed continuall killing and murther on 
all ſides, not regarding afhnitie, blood, time, 
nor place. In this maner the peace diffolved, 
the Pics denaunced battell to the Scots : 
then after followed continuall incurſions 
and invaſions on either parties. The Scots 
aſſembling in Argi/e, were ſutficiently reſol- 
ved, that the batrell chat they were to hold, 
was not onely againſt the Pits, but alſo a- 
Sainſt the Britons. Therefore it was a- 
Greed, toſend their Ambaſſadours to their 
ancient Propenitors and friends in [reland, to 
have their ſupport and counſel! in this moſt

concord amonglt all his Nubles and Captaines, 


, commanding his people to be obedient ro their 


Captains, he making ſacrifice to his gods { as 
the cuſtome was ) prayms the gods to cake 
vengeance of the party that was the firſt oc- 
caſion of battell againlt other, and to grant 
him ſuch felicity in his juſt defence,that viRo- 
ry might ſucceed to him without any great 
damage of his people. The Pidts aſſembled an 
army, with many Britons concurring to their 
ſupport, appeared on either fide 4 wicked and 
unnatural] battell betweene two coufederate 
people, friends, fathers and ſonnes. The Pis 
came firſt inro the Scots lands ,. againſt whom 
with no lefſe-.courage then manhood, the king 
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with his valiant Scots , with ancient armes dt- 
ſplayed in forme of a Banner, in which was a 
red Lion Rampant,in a field of gold, whilſt the 
Scors and Pids were in array in each others 
fight ; the armie of Brirons ſtood in array 
alſo , deviſing what way they might deſtroy 
them both , with firme purpoſe ; when the 
Scots and Pias were vanquiſhed, the one 
by the other, that the party victorious ſhould 
utterly be deſtroyed by their freſh army : and 
when both theſe peoples were deſtroyed by 
this fleight , the Britons might enjoy both 
their Realmes in A/b;0z , without any im- 
pediment. This ſubtile ſleight was difcove- 
red to King Fergs/ius by a bamſhed Briton : 
rhrough which .boch the Armies moved no 
leſſe by feare of enemies, then by their uwn 
proper damage, prolonged the Battell cer- 
rain dayes. King Feegaſizs delired commu- 
nication with the King of Pits, who willing- 
ly, with ſome of his Nobles, had communica- 
Lion a long time together : after long confe- 
rence ; and deliberat conſultation with their 


counſellers on both parties, and ruthfull cry- | 


ng of the Pits wives, beeing the Scottes 
daughters, Peace was finally concluded be- 
tweene the two confederate people, under 


theſe conditions, redreſle of all injuries, be- - 


ing.made on all parties. The Britons ( mo- 


vers of thts battel!) ſhall be reputed ene-

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mies to them both , all other charges to be at 
the pleaſure and will of the two Kings. And 
when any enemie occured,that they and their 
people ſhould conjoine together , under one 
minde and ordinance This Peace being more 
ſtrongly corroborat, the Kings returned home 


. King Fergsſcus in a molt dangerous batrell, 


aſſilted by the PiAts , vanquiſhed the Bri- 
tons, which time King Coy! or (himaras. 
(unwarilie keept by his Nobles) was killed 
in the land, aftet his name, chen called Coy/, 
now £ y/e in Scotland. After this vi&ory the 
King called his whole Nobles and Subjects to 
a Senerall convention ,, and he making a large 
and plauſible Oration and Speach, the Nobles 
and Subjefs condiſcended and agreed, thar 
King Ferg«{as and his polteriry ſhould poſ- 
ſeſſe the Crowne of Scotland : whereupon 
Charters and Evidences were granted ro him 
and his ſucceſlors for ever. | 

The Kingdome of Scotland being confir- 
med to King Fergnſius his Heires and Succeſ(- 
ſors , - with deliberat Counſell of his Nobles, 
he divided the whole Lands, then inhabited 
by the Scots, amongſt his Nobles an4 'Cap- 
tains of the Tribes, by lots or cavils.

King Rex- 
therws returning from Ireland , and the PiQs 
with their King Gerh#s returning from 
Orkyay , they gave Battell ro the King of 
Britons,and obtaining the victory by the high 
and ſoveraigne manhood and valiantnelle of 
the: foreſaid King Rextherus , the Britons 
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readred all the forts, lands, and rownes per- 
raining to the Scors and Pids, with faithfull 
promiſe never to invade them in time cot- 
ming, This peace being concluded, rhe Scots, 
Pics, and Bricons, continued in great trans 
quility many yeares after: the King endu- 
ring the reſt of his dayes, had good peace, 
and died the 26. year of his raigne. 

Khenda ſucceeded his brother Ratheras, in 
the year of the world, 3784. before Chriſt 
1 87. after the beginnins of the raigne, 144. 
He was 2 £9594 Kins : he cauſed ſepultures to 
be made for Noble and valiant men: hee 
brought Artificers into his Realme, and in- 
ſtiruted ſundry good lawes .

Thereus, Rutherus ſonne, ſucceded in 
the year of the world, 3799. before Chriſt 
171, after the raigne 158.

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the firſt fix moneths to be a vertyous Prince ;

rant. Therefore being degraded of all honor, 
he was exiled.

he was a good Medicinar and kerbeſtar. In 
his time were brought to his preſence in 5c- 
rigone, two venerable Philoſophers, plea- 
ſfanc of Viſage, almoſt naked, being Prieſts of 
Spaine, paſlins from Portingall ro Athens , 
and by unmercifull cempeſt, were ſhip-bro- 
ken at Kos ,their ſhip and company ,with mari- 
ners all periſhed, they only ſaved, Afeer re- 
freſhingand good entertainment,the King de- 
fired and demanded of them, what they un- 
derſtood by their ſcience ,cf the nature of the 
ground of Scotland. After good and deliberat 
adviſement (4 far as they might conjecure ) 
there was more riches and profit to be gotten 
within the veines of the earth of Scotland 
then above; for it was given more to the win« 
nung of Minesand mecrals,chen any produftion 
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of corn,they knew this by the influence ofthe 
heavens, alſo they learned the people to wor-

to [ſis and Apzs the gods of theEgyprians,burt

Almighty GO D, who had been his pro- 
reftor, and made his entry fo peaceable and 
plauitble : at which time there was a Sermon 
preached by 7obie Mathew Biſhop of Dur- 
ham. From the Church his Majeſtie went 
to the Pallace , where was heard again 1 
creat peale of Ordinance, with bone-fires: 
_exprelling all fignes of joy to welcome him: 
tor never before this time was a Monarch of 
Britaine lodged within their walls : the next 
day ſundry of che Nobility came from the 
Souta to ſalute ſim: amongſt whom was 
Henry Howard, brother to the late Duke of 
Nortoik, the Lord. Cobham, and others be- 
ing accompanied with theſe. He went to the 
walls viewing the fortifications, and much 
commendins their military order, and fo re- 
turned to his Palace. The next day, being 
the eight of Aprile , his Majeſty removed 
from Barwick, rewarding every officer and 
the Souldjers according to their place. And 
fo pailing the river of Tweed, he entred Nor- 
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thumberland, where the Sheriffe of the Shire 
Sir Nicolas Forreſter received him , and con- 
voyed him to Wethrington,at chat time kept 
by Sir Robert Carte and his Ladie, where he 
was royally entertained. The 10. day he 
ſet forward to Newcaſtle , where the Major 
and his brethren mer him, and with humble 
ſubmiſſion delivered him the ſword and keyes 
in token of their love and obedience, toge- 
ther with a purſe of gold - his Majeſtie re- 
turned them the ſword and the keyes, ratify- 
ing to them their priviledges and cuſtomes - 
and ſtaying there three dayes, he was enter- 
tained bountifully upon the townes charges : 
in which time his Mejeſtie relieved all pri- 
ſoners, ( treaſon and Poperie excepted ) and 
giving largely to thoſe that lay in for debr.

The people are 
apparelled after the Aimaine faſhion , and 
according to their ſubſtance, not unſeemly, 
Their commodity conſiſteth in courſe cloth 
which they ſell to Norway men,with Fiſh, 
Oyle, and Butter. They fiſh in little cock- 
boats, bought fromNorway men that make 


them : they falt ſome of the fiſh that they | 
take, and ſome of them they dry inthe 


wind. They ſell thoſe wares and pay their 
maſters with the ſilver thereof.

Aving made this ſpeciall deſcrip- 
| tion of the Realme of Scotland: 


Now touching ſome things con- | 
cerning the ſame ingeneral, In the fields, 
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and in all places of the Countrie, (except 
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the parts where continuall habitation of 


people makes impediment | there is 
great abundance of Hares, red Deer, fel- 
low Deere, Roes, wild Horſes, Wolves, 
and Foxes , and ſpecially in the high coun- 
tries of Arhole, Argite, Lorne, Loch- 


aber , Marre, and Badyenoch , where is 
ſundry times ſeene 1500. red:Deere, being 
hunted all together. Theſe wilde Horſes 
are not gotten but by great ſleight and po- 
licie : for inthe Winter ſeaſon the inha- 
bitants rurne certaine tame Horſes and 
Mares amongſt them , wherewith in the 
end they grow ſo familiar , that they af- 
terward goe with them to and fro ; and ti- 


' nally home into their Maſter yardes, where 


they be taken and ſoone broken to their 
Lands, the owners obtaining great profit 
thereby, The Wolves are moſt fierce and 
noyſome unto the Heards and Flockes, in 
all parts of Scotland. Foxes do much miſ- 
chief in all ſteads , chiefly in the mountains 
where they be hardly hunted : howbeir 
Arte hath deviſed a meane to prevent their 
malice , and to preſerve the Poultrie in 
ſome part -: and ſpecially in Glenmoores 
every houſe nouriſhes a youns Foxe , and 
then killing the ame, they mixe the fleſh 
thereof amongſt ſach'” meate as they give 
Q unto 
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Wolves. 
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unto the Fowles and other little beaſtiall; 
And by this meanes, ſo many Fowles or 
Cattell as ear hereof, are ſafely preſeryed 
from the danger of the Foxe, by the ſpace 
of almoſt two months after , ſo that they 
may wander whither they will : for the 
Foxes ſmelling the fleſh of their fellowes, 
yet in their crops , will inno wayes medle 
with chem , but eſchew and know ſuch a 
one, although it were among a hundred 
of others, In Scotland are Dogs of mar- 
velous condition,above the nature of other 
Dogs, The firlt is a Hound of great ſwift- 


neſie, hardines . and ſtrength, fierce and * 


crue!l upon all wild beaſts, and eager againſt 
Thieves, that offer their maſters any vio- 
lence. The ſecond 1s a Rach or Hound ve- 
ry exquiſite in following the foot ( which 
5 called drawing ) whither it be of man or 
beaſt : yea he will purſue any manner of 
Fowle and tinde out whatſoever fiſh, haun- 
ting the land,or lurking amongſt the rocks, 
ſpecially the Octer , by that excellent ſent 
of ſinellng, wherewith he is indued. The 
third fort is no greater then the aforeſaid 
Raches , in colour for the moſt part red, 
with black ſpots, or elſe black and full of 
red marks: Theſe are fo skilfull ( being 
uſed by pradiſe ) that they. will. purſue 3 
Thiefe, or thief-ſtolne goods, in, moſi pr: 
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ciſe manner, and finding the treſpaſſer with 
great audacity , they will make a race upon 

m, orif he take the water for his fafe- 
card , he ſhrinketh not to follow him: and 
entring and iſſuing at the ſame places 
where the party went in and out, he never 
ccaſerh to range till hee hath noyſed lus 
footing, and be come to the place wherein 
the Thiefe is ſhrowded or hid. Theſe 
Dogs are called Sleuthhounds. There was 
a law amongſt the Borderers of England 
and Scotland, that whoſoever denyed en- 
trance to ſuch a Hound , in purſute made 
after Felons and ſtolne goods, ſhould bee 
holden as acceſſary unto the theft , or ta- 
ken for the ſelf ſame Thief, 

OF Fowles, fuch as ( Imeane ) live by 
prey , there are ſundry forts in Scotland , 
as Eagles, Falcons, Goſhauks, Sparhawkes, 
Marlions, and ſuch like. But of water 
Fowles there is ſo great ſtore, that the re- 
port thereof may ſeeme to exceed all cre- 
dit. There are other kinds of Fowles, the 
like are rare to be ſeen , as the Capercaily, 
greater in body then the Raven, living on- 
ly by the rindes and barks of trees. There 
arealſo many Moore Cockes and Hennes, 
which abſtaining from corne, do feed only 
upon Hadder crops. Theſe rwo are very
